been re-elected Mayor of New York. So 
early was this conolusion reached, on the | 
basis of the returns that reached Tx | 
Times from the first districts to report 
their vote, that the election night noise, 
confusion, and excitement had not 
reached their climax in the streets below. 

THE NEw YorK Times made the an- | 
nouncement of Mayor McClellan's victory | 


sixteen minutes before its nearest com- | 
petitor. While the huge pencil of light | 
was shooting out the tidings afar into 
the night the stereopticon on the street 
level was telling the same story more in 
detail to the thousands that fought and | 
struggled to get the news. 

The throng that filled Times Square 
from Forty-second Street to Forty-seventh 
Street was probably the maddest, mer- | 
riest multitude ever gathered together in 
‘any one public place in New York City. 

The oldest inhabitant, who, like every 
other type of metropolitan and suburban 
life, was represented in that most cosmo- | 
politan of crowds, could remember noth- | 
ing like it, while experienced travelers de- | 
clared they had never seen anything to! 
equal it, save carnival time in the 
streets of Rome. 

No drama ever enacted in any city ever 
had such a tremendous and excited audi- | 
ence as the drama played last night upon 
the bulletin board at the north of Times 
Square. All the theatres of the city would 
“have failed to hold the audience that saw | 
it. The actors were only figures, to be| 
Sure, ani portraits, but they told a story | 
that will historic, and every one of | 
those tens of thousands knew it. 

Sixty Thousand Persons There.

But Everybody Good-Natured—Police

From Madison Square to Times Square 


Broadway was one solid jam “of people 
blowing horns, whistles, shaking rattles, 


throwing confetti, yelling, cheering, and | 


doing all the things that an election fren- 
zied crowd is wont to do, only more so. 
The oldest inhabitant said at 9 o'clock 


that in all his experience he had never | 


seen such a crowd on Main Street. It 
may be added that there never was such 
a good-natured crowd. Every one seemed 
te be out for pure enjoyment, and so even 
the staidest in the throng did not object

SAME STORY AT THE CIRCLE. 


Mostly a Hearst Crowd “That Gath- 
ered There to Hear the Result. 


Another immense throng packed Co- 
lumbus Circle, where The American and 
The Herald displayed election bulletins. 
By 8 o'clock 20,000 persons, one-third of 
whom were women and children, thronged 


the great open spaces around the base 
of the monument and overflowed into the 
side streets and the blazing cafés. 

Crosstown, Broadway, and Eighth Ave- 
nue trolley cars, like great gleaming 
| electric craft, plied up and down through 
the dark masses. Cabs and automobiles 
glided cautiously in and out through the 
shifting and ever-growing throng. 

A band was playing, but nobody heard 
it. Watchmen’s rattles, siren whistles, 
horns, and tireless throats had things all 
to themselves. Girls with big red trum- 
pets marched about in threes and fours. 
|}From Fifty-ninth Street came every now 
and then bands of youths with a terrific 
clash of old-fashioned cow bells. 

Policemen toiled and perspired to keep 
the needless hundreds from being flat- 
tened under trolley cars and tossed by 
automobiles. 

“It's one 








of the best-behaved crowds 
I’ve ever seen,’’ said Inspector Titus, who 
took personal charge of the police ar- 
rangements. ‘1 have a hundred and fifty 
men here and we haven't had an accident 
or an arrest.”’ 

It was a cheerful crowd. Also a Hearst 
crowd. The bulletin gave large Hearst 
| figures and large Hearst portraits. When 
the latter appeared the band played:

Crowd Got Returns Mixed with 
Poetry and Angel Pictures. 


City Hall Park, or as it is best known 
on election night, Printing House Square, 
presented a scene of animation last night 
no less great than before newspapers be- 
gan to move uptown, and it was the 
centre of election information. 

There were 60,000 there. Overhead 
there was a gray sky and a moon break- 
ing through ragged clouds.

|MORGAN’S STORY OF THE DAY.

| More Arrests for Illegal Voting Than 
| He Has Ever Known, He Says. 


When the polls closed last night Super- 
intendent of Elections Morgan said there 
|had been more arrests for illegal voting 
|than in any other election during his in- 
cumbency. There was plenty of evidence 
of illegal voting, and it was only due to 
the fact that the newspapers had given 
|prominence to this announcement that 
floaters and repeaters were to be more 
|closely watched than ever before that 
kept hundreds of illégal voters from the 
polls. 

Looking at the matter from this stand- 
point, Mr. Morgan said his department 
had done most efficient work. It is not! 
{the record of arrests, he said, that counts | 
with the thinking citizen, but the proof | 
that the department has been instru- 
mental in keeping illegal voters pdoan | 
casting ballots. 

Yesterday was a busy one in the head- 
quarters at 27 William Street. All day 
the telephones were ringing and deputies 
were reporting from polling places. One 
of the earliest reports came from a deputy 
;at 6 Ludlow Street. He said that votes 
were being bought, and that the matter 
had been so fixed that money was being 
paid only on proof of the delivery of the | 
goods 

The deputy’s story was that duplicate | 
ballots and carbon paper were given to | 
the men before they entered the voting | 
booths. The duplicate ballot was _ laid | 


under the regular ballot with the shea |

This sounded so plausible over the tele- 
phone that Emil Fuchs, Mr. Morgan's 
chief attorney, sent two extra deputies to 
the polling place to save the day.

JEROME FINDS CROWD 
AT HIS POLLING PLACE! 
| | 


He Is Greeted. with Enthusiasm | 
When He Goes to Vote. 


AN ANXIOUS WAIT FOR HIM 


He Takes Thirty Seconds to Mark His 
Ballot—Many Cali at His 


Headquarters. | 


District Attorney Jerome cast his vote} 
at 11 o’clock sharp in the little barber's | 
shop at 12 Jefferson Street, which held 
the polling place of the Eleventh Election 
District of the Fourth Assembly District. 
At least 300 persons were waiting for Mr. 
Jerome to appear, and a score of cameras 
were trained like so many guns on the 
shop. Finally the atmosphere of ex- 
pectancy became so intense that there 
was sefious talk about sending a delega- 
tion around to Mr. Jerome’s home to ask 
him to come at once, and friends actually 
informed him of the state of affairs 
around the corner. 

Mr. Jerome had spent an exciting and 
tiresome night trying to run down the ef- 
fort to get Republican voters to mark 
their ballots incorrectly, and he took a | 
good rest. When he turned the corner 
from East Broadway at last, accompanied | 
by his son, William Travers, Jr., a mighty 
shout arose from the crowd. Scores of 
men rushed wildly to the District Attor- 
ney to shake his hand and wish him luck. 

Mr. Jerome walked smilingly into the | 
polling place, received his ballot, num- 
bered 214, from Election Inspector Isaac 
Cohen, and withdrew to the booth. He 
reappeared in thirty seconds. When he 
came out on the sidewalk again there was 
another ovation. A crowd escorted him 
all the way from Jefferson Street to | 
Broadway, where he took a cab to his 
headquarters in the Gilsey House. 

Great numbers of well-wishers had been | 
calling there all morning, all anxious to | 
assure Mr. Jerome that the outlook, as 
far as they had been zie to observe, fa- 
vored his election. After a quick lunch- 
eon at the City Club, with his soh and two 


of his assistants, Mr. Jerome returned to 
the Gilsey House. He remained there 
all afternoon and evening. 

Among his callers was Assemblyman 
Ezra P.-Prentice of the Twenty-fifth Dis- | 
trict, who came to inform Mr. Jerome | 
that all the Republican Inspectors in that ; 
district had been notified that, if any in- | 
clination was shown to throw out. ballots 
marked with crosses in the circles under 
the Republican and the Jerome emblems, 
to dead-lock the board, and prevent the 
count from going on. Another caller was 
Congressman Herbert Parsons. 

Late in the afternoon a: report was re- 
ceived from 105% Cherry Street, the poll- 
ing place of the Fitth of the Second, that 
the Tammany men in control there had 
declared they would throw out any Hearst 
or Jerome watcher trying to remain in 
the place after the closing of the polls. 
Mr. Jerome refused to become excited, 
but called up Inspector Flood as a matter 
of precaution. He received the answer 
that a Roundsman and several men had 
already been dispatched with strict or- 
ders to see that nobody was kept out of 
the polling place who had a right to be 
there. The district is famous for its 
lively election days. 


STUPID REGISTRY BLUNDER. 


Judge’s Name Taken from Registra- 
tion Paper Instead of Voter's. 


What he characterized as one of the 
most stupid blunders on the part of an 
election official that he had ever heard of 
came before Magistrate Furlong in the 
Gates Avenue Court, Brooklyn, yesterday. 
Harris Bottlestein of 473 Hopkinson Ave- 
nue went to register in the Brownsville 


district, -and. showed the clerks his natu- 
ralization papers, which had been issued 
by a Justice of the Supreme Court in Buf- 
falo. 

When Bottlestein went to the polling 
place to vote yesterday he was aston- 
ished to find that: his name was not on 
the books. Believing that he had regis- 
tered properly and had a perfect right 
to vote he took the matter before Magis- 
trate Furlong. The Magistrate summoned 
the Chairman of the election inspectors 
in the district before him. 

‘““Why was this man’s name left off the 
list?’’ asked the court. 

“Tt was all due to an error,” replied 
the Chairman. ‘‘In some way the name 
of the Supreme Court Justice who Issued 
his naturalization papers was taken from 
the papers and registered instead of that 
of the voter.” e 

‘Well, this is certainly a fine example 
of official stupidity,”” said the Magis- 
trate. ‘‘Some of you election inspectors 
ought to: be decorated with putty medals 
for the efficiency you show.’ 
He directed Bottlestein to swear in his 
vote, and said he would look into the 
matter further on Friday. 


ATTEMPTED BRIBERY AT POLLS. 


E. J. Milan Held for Offering a 
Hearst Man $2 for His Vote. 


Edward J. Milan, who at one time was 
known as a representative in Brooklyn of 
William §. Devery when the latter was in 
charge of the police, and for a number of 
years maintained a resort In Myrtle Ave- 
nue, was arraigned before Justice Dickey, 


sitting as a Magistrate in the Supreme 
Court, yesterday afternoon on the charge 
of attempted bribery at the " apes The 
Justice held’ him in $1,000*ball. 

It was charged by Bernard Byrnes, a 

aper box manufacturer, of 339 Adams 
Rtreet, that Milan attempted to buy his 
vote for $2, He alleged that when he re- 
fused to accept the bribe Milan assaulted 
him. 

Byrnes voted for Hearst. He’ declares 
that when he was on his rip to the poll- 
ing place Milan approached him and said 
that it would be worth $2 if he would 
cast his vote for McClellan. Byrnes re- 
plied that his vote was not for sale and 
started to enter the polling place, when 
he was set upon by Milan and several 
other men. 

Milan said that he had’ never seen 
Byrnes in his life before he met him in

The Republicans of Manhattan and 
the Bronx, obedient to conscience, 
guided by principle, and, we are per- 
suaded, heeding in some measure the 
appeals 6f Tun Times, have defeated 
Mr. Hearst.

| BEN GREET AS SHYLOCK. 


Moré Interesting in Suggestion Than 
in Actual Accomplishment. 


It is a pity that Ben Greet’s art is not 
| more plastic, for his Shylock, revealed for 
the first time at Mendelssohn Hall yester- 
| day afternoon, has some very admirable 
qualities. It is at times most gratifying- 
ly human. But that fact is often lost 
| sight of in the presence of an excess of 
violence on the part of the actor, the 
more surprising because,’ elsewhere, he 
is more than usually natural. 

Mr. Greet’s Merchant of Venice is of 
sandy complexion, with flowing red beard 
and red hair, and he has, moreover, a red- 
headed disposition. There is no mis- 
taking that. Hot tempered throughout, 
he is nevertheless a most businesslike 
Shylock in the earlier scenes, carrying 
forward the transaction with Antonio 
with few of the familiar outward flour- 
ishes. There is little indication of an 
animosity based on racial differences, 
this Shylock being chiefly concerned with 
the fact that the Venetian “lends out 
money gratis, and brings down the rate 
of usance.’’ But though the entire scene 
with Antonio is maintained in a key of 
extreme naturalness, Mr. Greet finds it 


necessary upon his final exit to enforce!

Erasmus Hall was a big surprise, 
weight, age, and experience were 
three factors which contributed to the 
High School's victory.
